His Maieſty hath of his people hath enfozced Him to thinke of ſome meanes foz the pꝛeuenting 
of the euill conſequence of this immoderate vle thereok. And albeit His Maileſties deareſt father 
of bleſſed memoꝛie had ginen directions therein, as well by Pꝛotlamation as otherwiſe, vet thoſe 
wates tooke not fo good effect as was deſired, foz that therein was no reſtraint of the num⸗ 
ber of thoſe that ſhould ſell Tobacco by retaile, noz care taken of the quality of thoſe that 
could make luch ſale, but Uictuallers, Tauerners, Alehouſekeepers, Tapſters,Chamberlaines, | 
Hoſtlers and others, of the meaneſt condition haue pzomilcuouſly vſed to regrate the ſame as 
allurements to other naughtineſſe, keeping therein no Allize, to the pꝛeiudite of the reſt of His 
Maieſties louing Subietts. Foz repꝛeſſing therefoze ok all ſuchexceſſes and foꝛ pꝛeuenting of fu; 
ture inconnenience, Dur Soucraigne Toꝛd the King, by the aduite of the Loꝛds and others 
ol his Pꝛiuie Countell hath reſolued to redute the venting, ſelling and vttering of Tobacco into 
ſome good oꝛder, and that none but men of ſufficiency, and ſuch as ſhall bzing certificate of their 
meetneſſe, ſhall hereafter ſell oꝛ vtter any Tobacco by retaile. And to thatpurpoſe His Maieſtte 
bath lately cauſed Letters from His Loꝛds, and others of His Pꝛiuie Councell to bee directed 
vnto the Juſtites ol Peate ofthe ſeuerall Counties of this Kingdome, and Dominion of Wales, 
and alſo vnto the Maioꝛs, Bailiffes and other thiele Officers ol diners Cities and Townes Coz- 
poꝛate; Commanding them tocertifie in what Townes and places it may bee fit to ſuffer ſelling 
and retailing ol Tobacco, and how many in each plate were fit to bee licenſed to vle that Trade. 
In anſwere of which Letters, Certificates haue beene made from diners of the Jullites of 
Peace, and from the Matoꝛs, Bailiffes, and other Magiſtrates of diners Cities and Townes 
Cozpozate,whotherein haue acknowledged the abules that daily artle by the vngouerned ſelling 
and retailing of Tobacco, expꝛeſſing their deſire of refozmatton. 

Wherupon His Mateſtte by like aduice of his Connſell hath cauſed other Letters to be directed 
to the Juſtices and Conſernuatozs of the Peace in ſeuerall Counties; thereby declaring in what 
Townes and places Tobacco ſhall be permitted to be fold 02 vttered by Retayle,and hath Com- 
manded the ſaid Juſtices and Conleruatoꝛs ot the Peace , to cauſe the names of thoſe Townes 
and places ſpecifiedin thoſe Letters, to be wꝛitten and affixedin publique places where the Alliles 
and Seſſions of the peace ſhall be kept, in thoſe Counties to the end that all His people may take 
notice that other places are not admitted oz allowed foz ſelling oz bttering of Tobacco 
by Retaile. And by Letters directed to the ſaid Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers of 
Cities and Townes, His Maieſtie hath giuen notice vnto them of the names of thoſe that are 
permitted there to ſell oꝛ deliner Tobacco in that manner, and hath Commanded them to giue 
publique notice in the laid Cities and Townes, of the names of thoſe perſons that are ſo admit⸗ 
ted to lell oꝛ deliuer it. 

Now our ſaid Souereigne Toꝛd the King doth ſtraightly pꝛohibite all His people, that after 
the feaſt ol Candlemas next comming after the date of thele pꝛelents, none of them out of the ſaid 
Cities oꝛ Townes ſo appointed as afozeſaid, oꝛ within the laid Cities, oꝛ Townes, no others 
but thole named as afozeſatd, and ſuch as from time to time ſhall bee permitted in like manner, 
doe ſell oꝛ deliner any Tobacco by Retayle, and that none of them that are permitted oꝛ allow⸗ 
ed in this behalfe, keepe any Tauerne, Alehoule, oz Uictualling , oꝛ other wile ſellany diſtilled 
oꝛ hot Waters, Wine, Ale, Beere, oꝛ Cyder in their houles lo long as they ſhall bee permitted 
to ſell Tobacco by Ketayle: And foꝛ that the neceſſities of theſe times require it, Bis Maleſtie 
doth charge and tommand all His Subiects to obey theſe His Oꝛdinances, vnder the paines to 
bee inflicted vpon contemners of the lame, and of His Royall will and pleaſure, being foz the 
good ot his people: All which His pleaſure is ſhall bee obſerned vntill Hee ſhall by His Pꝛotla⸗ 
mation, oꝛ Letters of His Pzinie Counſell make other publique ſignification of Hts pleaſure 
herein, And Hee doth charge and command all Juſtices of Peace, and all Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, 
and head Officers ofallHis Cities and Townes within His ſaid Kingdome of Ex gland, And Do⸗ 
minion of Wales, and all thoſe who are permitted to ſell Tobacco by Retaile,that they make di⸗ 
ligent enquirie of all thoſe that ſhall pꝛeſume to doe againſt this Command, and from time to 
time to make certificate of their names, and places of their reſidence, with the particular of 
their contempts, to the Toꝛds of His Maieſties Pꝛiuie Countell.
